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„The Life of ORIGEN, Catechiſt of 
Alexandria, with his Lamentation for 
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6 was born at Alexandria, the Metropolis 
of Egypt, about the Year of our Lord 186. 
his Father was named Leonides, a good Man, anda 
Martyr for the Faith, who trained him up from his 
Infancy in the Chriſtian Religion, and other polite 
Learning; but eſpecially in the Sacred Scriptures, re- 
quiring of him a daily Task, and cauſed him to 
learn and repeat ſome part of them; but not ſi- 
tified with the bare reading, he though a Child be- 
gan to enquire into the profound ſenſe of them; 
often importuning his Father with Queſtions about 
the meaning of them; for which his Father checked 
him to his Face, admoniſhing him not to fearch be- 
yord the capacity of his years, and to be F

A rich and honourable Matron of Alexandria pitying 
his miſcrable caſe, liberally contributed to his neceſ- 


firics, as ſhe did co others, and among them main- 
tained one Paul of Antioch, a Ringleader of all the 


Hereticks in Alexandria, who ſo plauſibly demeaned 
himſelf, that ſhe entertained him as her dear Friend, 
and adopted him for her Son. | | 


_ Origen being by this means neceſſated to frequent 
his company, yet would not comply with this Favou- *: 


rite, tho* he had his Livelihood puvely from her 
Bounty, thereby giving a manifeſt proof of his 


firm adherence to the True Faith. For when a great 

multitude not only of Hereticks, but of the Or- 

thodox, e e the Lectures of this Paul, he be- 
c 


ing reckoned an eloquent and profound Preacher, yet 
Origen would never be perſwaded to joyn in Prayer 


with him, deteſting his Heretical DoQrines. Whe» 
ther the Lady upon this occaſion withdrew her Cha- 
| Tity, or that he thought it more agreeable to the Chri- 


ſtian Rule to live by his own Labour, we don'r find. 


But having perfected his Studies for Foreign Learn- 


ing, the Foundation whereof he had laid under the 


Diſcipline of his Father, he opened a School for the 
Profeſfion of the Learned Arts, where befides 7 
the good he did to others, he raiſed a conſiderable - 
maintenance for himſelf; and though then but 18 
Years Old, yer the moſt grave Philoſophers and 
greateſt Maſters of Hereſy, reſorted to his Lectures 
many of whom were eonyerted and became Martyrs Þ 
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Catechiſt of Alexandria. 117 
School, till at length being weary of that Profeſſion 
he wholly betock himſelf to the Study of Divinity

By this time he grew ſo famous that notwith: 
ſtanding nis Louth he was thought fit to be Maſter 
of the Catechetick Shcool of Alexandria, that place be. 
ing at prelent void by the Per ſecution that fell upen 
the Chriſtians; and great Numbers of Scholar: daily 
crowded in upon him, ſo that finding his different 


Empioyments did not well agree together, he left 
off teaching the Arts and Sciences, and applied him- 


ſelf intirely ro Inſtruct his Diſciples in the Doctrine: 
of Chriſtianity, whereby he gained over a rear 
number of Gentile Philoſophers to the Faith, who 
' embraced the ſame with ſo hearty and fincere a 
mind, that chey readily ſealed it with their B'ood, 


Among orhers of Note was Plutarch, whom Origen 


accompanying to his Marryrdom, was like to have 
been kiiled by the People for being the Author of 
his Coaverſion: Heraclides, Heron, and Serenus, aſter 
having cndurcd grievous Torcures were beheaded; 
and another Serenus, with a young Woman called 


- "Herais, one of his Scholars, were burnt for their Re- 


ligiop. Theſe Origen encouraged not to faint under 
their Sufferings, who being Baptized by Fire, as he 
-himſelf expreſſes ir, left this World, and in thoſe 
Flames mounted up to Heaven. 


Neither was his Care and Charity leſs for thoſe that 
were Impriſon d in deep Dungeons, encouraging them 
when they eame before the judges: And when the 
Perſecution was renew'd with ſuch Violence, chat eve- 
ry own conſulted his own Safety, aod kept cloſe, ſo 
that when the Martyrs were led to Execution, there 


was none to comfort or adminiſter to them; this Of. 


| fice'Origen boldly took upon him, attending the Mar- 
tyts to the very place of their Suffering, embracing aud 


ſaluting them as they were led along, putting himſelf 


often in danger thereby; ſo that once the enrag d 
| Heathens aſſaulted him with a ſhower of Stones, which 
had certainly been his Death, as well as ät ſeveral

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„power and Providence. At laſt, they refolv'd to find 
him cur, great multitudes beſetting his Houſe, and be- 
. cauſe he had vaſt Numbers of Schotars, they brought 
n a Guard of Soldiers along with them, who hunted 
y I him from one Herely toanother, io that he could find 
t no place of ſafety.

Mind, cry'd out aloud, Come hither, and take the
